BIG HITS. AND BIG HITTERS. 
Mr W. J. Ford, the woll known cricketer, 
has a pleasant and’ readable article in the 
July Badminton on the shore subject. We 
may quote the following ay 
There are many fine batsmen who habit 
tuslly ecoro fastand hit hard, without bo- 
ing in any way phenomenal” hitters, and it 
is about tho phenomenal hitters that I want 
to jot down a fow notes that moy be of in- 
terest. . a 

Butrat once the question of definition 
arises. What iso phenomenal hit? First, 
T wish to limit thie class of hits to ‘ drives.’ 
I consider that to cover 100 yards from hit 
te pitch ia a fine: hit, gnd one. that is not 
-| vory often done in any given match, thongh 
thére are plenty of men who cau accomplish 
it; but 120 yards=that odd 20 makes all 
the difference—is an exceptional distance 
for all bit comparatively few men, so I am 
going to make this a sort of rough standard 
iof diatanca, and to chat about the men 
whom Ihave seen hit this distance with 
some_frequency, and a longer distance on 
ocensions of divine inspiration. 

Before dealing with individuals, IT should 
like to-any a word about methods, There 
ia one class of men, and J-regard G. J. 
o, who have the gift of 
standing still and hitting huge ‘ballooners’ 
faut-loated—i.e. with. arush tu ment. the 
ball, This giftis Hinited ro a few, as it 
requires a special physityue and rare.powers 
of timing and .watching the ball, so as to 
moet it with a full-faced bat at exactly the 
right instant. .
